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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to Applicant's reply filed on 21 February 2008. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 21 February 2008 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that elements 19, 20 of Muhlbach are bearing blocks, not 
buttons. This is not persuasive because Applicant has not provided any functions for the 
claimed buttons, and thus the requirement of buttons is very broad. 

Regarding Applicant's arguments that Muhlbach is not analogous art to 
Applicant's invention, this is not persuasive because the requirement for analogous art 
is only for rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), not rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 
102 like the one in the previous office action. Further, the device in the Muhlbach 
reference contained all of the features of the device as claimed and is adapted to 
perform the claimed function. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Petersen (US Patent 3,371,823) in view of Sundstrom et al. (US Patent 
5,082,144). 

Claim 1 : Petersen'823 teaches a device that contains a pair of opposing, rotating 
wheels (7, 7), a tillable reservoir (10), and a device to supply the glue (opening in the 
reservoir). 

Petersen'823 does not teach that the tillable reservoir contains glue, however, it 
is old and well known to package glue in tubes, as taught by Sundstrom (column 5, lines 
6-14). It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use glue in the tillable 
reservoir to dispense glue in light of the teaching by Sundstrom. 

Claim 2: The wheels include skin engaging features (see grooves in Figure 3). 

Claim 4: Petersen'823 contains opposing manually operated buttons (23, or outer 
surface of wheels 7, 7).
